CouNTy FARM 


In presenting the County Reports for the year 1942, 
we are pleased to call your attention to the most satis- 
factory administration of the County Farm, under the 
supervision of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lorden, who have 
served the County for many years, as superintendent and 
matron in a most satisfactory and efficient way. They, 
together with a faithful corps of officers, have left nothing 
undone to make the administration a complete success in 
every way. The buildings, always in good repair, were 
never in better condition than at the present time. 
Abundant crops have been raised on the farm which 
have been a great help in keeping the per capita cost at 
a very reasonable figure. The herd of 100 pure-bred 
Holstein cattle not only assure the Home with plenty of 
milk and cream, but is a great help in supplying the pre- 
vailing milk shortage. We extend to the citizens of 
Merrimack County a cordial invitation to visit and in- 
spect the County Institution at Gerrish.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 
To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


I submit herewith my report covering the period from 


the date of my appointment by the Court on June 24, 1942 
to December 31, 1942, inclusive. 


At the October 1942 term, the Grand Jury reported in- 
dictments as follows: John F. Pearl, assault with attempt 
to commit rape; Howard S. Brown, breaking, entering and 
larceny; George E. Germaine, statutory rape; David H. 
Lacomb, breaking, entering and larceny; Joseph W. A. 
Deblois, bigamy; Henry A. Barber, grand larceny; Hiram 
R. Smith, Jr., grand larceny; Alfred N. Martin, grand 
larceny; Aristotle Costa, shooting a human being by mis- 
take. The disposition of the cases was as follows: Pearl 
placed on probation for four years; Brown placed on pro- 
bation for three years; Germaine sentenced to State Prison 
for three to five years; Lacomb sentenced to State Prison 
for three to five years; Deblois not yet disposed of ; Barber 
placed on probation for three years and ordered to make 
restitution; Smith placed on probation for two years; 
Martin placed on probation for four years; Costa ordered 
to pay fine of $200 and placed on probation for one year. 


In addition to the Grand Jury cases, several appeal cases 
from the Municipal Courts were disposed of. Considerable 
time has been devoted to juvenile cases and cases of non- 
support. 


A large part of the work of the office of County Solicitor 
has to do with juvenile, non-support and other domestic 
relations matters which receive little or no publicity. It is 
my belief- that a Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court 
should be established in New Hampshire. Much study 
has been devoted to this matter. When the Probation De- 
partment was set up there was more or less feeling that it 
was unnecessary, but since it has been established I think 
it is a fair statement that the courts consider it a very valu- 
able help. I think the same feeling would follow the estab- 
lishment of a Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court.
